| have found such men and women

As long as Black leadership is sub- 
sidized from without, it will be weak. 
There are enough Black votes in this 
nation to decide elections in most of 
the industrial states. There is enough 
spending power by Black families to 
influence the hiring policies of thou- 
sands of stores. There are enough 
educated Blacks to provide the biue- 
prints We only lack-th 
dedication and motivation of the indi- 
viduals, who, like Martin Luther King, 
are willing to say: “Here | am Lord, 
send me.” 

It is tragic that our leadership is so 
divided at a time when the people are 
so ready and willing to be led and 
there is so much to fight for. We have’ 
the resources of strength. We just 
haven't organized them under the 
right leadership.

One can hear the ry in their 
lives as they speak with authentic voi- 
ces about the quality of human hurt 
and the redemptive power of caring. 
Mr. Kilpatrick cares about the elderly 
who live in the King-Kennedy Estate 
and is therefore a poet. 

The men and women at King- 
Kennedy know how to prize you-- 
they smile their black smiles, rich in 
meaning, reminding you of the soul's 
true meaning: These old people are 
wise and beautiful, and they go forth 
into life with hope, determined.

Bills Pushed

Se cor meopmmendeloe on the first day of the 
113th Ohio General Assembly. The committee's tar- 
reaching recommendations resulted from a series of 


public hearings last summer involving district-health 


Care units throughout the state. 

Thompson's “ret bill, H.8. 110, introduced in the 
House calls for a reorganization of health care districts 
and to provide for charges distribution of subsidies. 

H.B. 16 would establish a law which would permit 

physicians’ assistant to be employed by health care 
institutions. Both bills automatically went to the House 
Reference Committee to await assignment to & 


- standing committee for public hearings. 


“In another House action, Rep. Phale D. Hale, (D- 
Columbus 31), presented a measure which, if enacted 
into law, would be a big financial boost for 41 


' predominantly black universities and colleges. Thé 


measure, H.B. 24 is designed to permit state employees 
to have contributions to the United Negro College 
Fund deducted from. their pay checks. 
incidentally, Hale is a product of Morehouse College 
in Atlanta, which is a member of the UNCF supported 
black institutions of higher learning. His bill is also 
awaiting assignment by the Reference Committee. 
Every since the Ohio Lottery Commission was 
created about four years ago, the city of its permanent 
headquerters has been the source of an _ongoing 
argument. Having been located in Cleveland since its 
very beginning, and the Lake Erie city being the largest 
in the state, statewide elected officials have been 
reluctant to-become involved in the controversy. j 
Well, on the first day of the 113th General Assembly, 
Senator Michael Schwarzwalder (D-Columbus), 
Introduced a bill almed at settling the controversy 
legally. Under terms of his proposal, the main lottery 
office would be moved from Cleveland to Columbus, 
with branch offices elsewhere. Schwarzwalder, in 
presenting the measure, had the distinction of having 
sponsored the first bill (S.B. 1), in the new session. 
In the meantime, Cleveland, which has been on the 
verge of bankruptcy for the past several months, was 
the object of a facetious resolution proposed by Rep. 
Les Brown, (D-Columbus). He proposes to sell the city 
of Cleveland to the State of Michigan for the total sum

of $1 and 11.5 percent-interest compounded annually. : 


. Brown, however, noted that he has several friends 


who are Cleveland legislators, fears that he might - 


aleinate this relationship by introducing the measure.

Urban Poor Being Displaced : 


Instead of a planned effort to save the cities for the 
people who now live within their borders, there is a 
national movement of urban revitalization going on 


* that will -- if it is not checked -- wind up driving poor 


people from their homes and neighborhoods and 
worsen America's social problems. 

inner city Neiahborhoods are being spruced up with 
rehabilitated housing and other amenities. Lending 
institutions are putting up money for housing rehabili- 
tation in neighborhoods they once redlined. 

It’s all part of a process desianed to attract the middle 
class back into the cities they had deserted for thes u - 
burbs. And one result of that process, whether 
intended or not, is displace the poor and the elderly 
now listing in those neighborhoods. 

A National Urban Coalition study of 65 neighbor- 
hoods in 44 cities documents this. 


inner city houses are being bouaht up, rehabilitated, : 


and sold to affluent people. ideally, this should help 
the racial and economic integration of urban 
neighborhoods. 

But such integration as takes place appears to be 


only a way station on the road to resegregation ofblack . 


neighborhoods into predominately white, middle class 
ones. 


Poor people and most black urban-dwellers can't ; 


afford the prices and rent being asked for the newly- 


rehabilitated properties. And as the sale prices for. 
ttioseé houses escalate, moderate income people find :

neighborhood becomes depopulated of its old resi- - 
dents who must leave before the influx of more affluent ° 


newcomers. 


Where do they go? In some cities, it is to trailer 
camps on the outskirts.

housing deeper within the urban ghettos, which . 


become more crowded. 


Inthe neighborhoods surveyed by the Urban Coali-; 
tion, about half had fewer minority members living ; 
therethen before the renovation process. Typically, ; 
those neighborhoods now had fewer blue-collar, : 
workers, fewer families with children, and far fewer ; 


elderly;people. 


Some have managec to keep Stabié minority popula- : 
tion levels, indicating that some black middie class - 


people are taking in the renovation process.
